WASHINGTON. — Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon wound up his 
visit to Washington last week by 
insisting that the U.S. had been in- 
formed in detail and in advance 
about Israel's supply of military 
equipment to Iran, He said no ob- 
jection had been made by ranking 
US. officials. 

State Department spokesman 
Dean Fischer, however, quickly 
took issue with Sharon, insisting 
that Washington had indeed sought 
unsuccessfully to discourage Israeli 
shipments to Iran. Fischer es- 
timated the Israeli sules to Iran to 
be worth about $27 million. 

Earlier in the week, Shuron con- 
firmed for the first time publicly 
that Israel had been supplying arms 
to Iran during its war with Iraq. 

He‘told Voice of Israel's 
Washington correspondent during 
an interview broadcast on the week- 
ly newsreel on Saturday that the 
Khomeini regime in [ran and the 
Sadam Hussein regime in Irag are 
equally murderous but that, despite 
the negative reaction to Khomeini 
in the U.S., Israel must look al long- 
term strategy and give greater 
weight to the fraqi danger, He said 
he decided to publicize Israel's very 
limited arms sales to Iran to 
counteract the efforts of those who 
are deliberately trying to portray 
Israel as a major supplier of arms to 
Tran. 

In his interview with The 
Washington Post last week 
Sharon said that Iraq was 
implacably hostile to Israel and 
“strategically, [ran was more impor- 
tant. - 


“We discussed this months ago 
with our American colleagues,” he 
said. “We said that notwithstanding 
the tyranny of Khomeini, which we 
all hate, we have to leave a small 
window open to this country, atiny 
small bridge to this country, 
because one day the war will be 


over and somebody will come back 
lo Teheran and have an influence in 
Teheran... it might be the influence 
of those (Iranian army) officers and 
commmanders who are fighting a 
war of life and death now." 

Sharon said the Israeli supplies 
had been largely symbolic. “We 
gave them (U.S. officials) the lists, 
They knew exactly “what was being 
sent to iran," 

He confirmed that the shipments 
included tires and spare parts for 
U.S,-made F4 Phantom fighters and 
“muybe some munitions.” 

Frank discussions of the (sraeli 
supply plans, he said. took place 
during his visit here last November 
and during the visit of u senior U.S. 
official Lo Israel, But Isracl, he said, 
was not asked to withhold the supp- 
ly. 
In reply, a senior U.S. official told 
The Washington Post that the U.S. 
and Israel had held numerous dis- 
cussions over the issue. He sid the 
U.S. had refused requests ον sermit 
shipments to Iran Οἱ μὴν muutary 
items over which the U.S. retained 
some measure of control. 

The U.S. official, who was not 
identified, added: “We also expres- 
sed the strong hope that Israel 
would not ship any other items since 
we believed that all nations should 
follow the U.S. policy of not ship- 
ping arms to‘either side." 

Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig last week said the U.S. is not 
“indifferent to the outcome” of the 
Irag-Iran war, which was seen as @ 
warning to Iran not to cross into 
Iraq. 

Meanwhile, the White House has 
confirmed plans to go ahead with 
the sale to Iraq of L100 transport 
planes — the civilian version of the 
C-130 military transport, The deci- 
sion follows the removal of Iraq 
from the State Department's list of 
countries supporting international

last week politely rejected recent

Both Israeli leaders have called 
for an all-out campaign to try to 
block the possible sale of advanced 
fighter aircraft and mobile 
improved Hawk anti-aircraft missile 
batteries to Jordan, . : 

State Department spokesman 
Dean Fischer, asked to comment on 
these expressions of concern, in- 
sisted once again that the U.S. 
does not yet have “any outstanding 
Cequests from Jordan for aircraft-or 
additional Hawk missiles.” 


He confirmed that Jordanian - 
Crown Prince Hassan, last week in- 
the U.S. on a private lecture tour, ἢ 


was due to meet with 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig. 

U.S. officials were clearly upset 
last week by the Begin and Sharon

came to the daily news briefing with 


-a carefully prepared reaction which 


reaffirmed the Reagan administra- 
tion’s interest in maintaining o 
military supply relationship with 
Jordan. 

Fischer continued: “Any future 
request we may receive from Jordan 
would be reviewed with careful at- 
tention to the potential impact on 
the security of Israel. In particular, 
we will be mindful of our commil- 
ment to maintain Esrael's 
technological advantage in the 
region.”

Plan for a three-way summit

WASHINGTON, — The U.S. has 
sounded out Israel and Egypt on the 
possibility of convening a three-way 
summit in Washington later next 
month involving President Ronald 
Reagan, Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and President Hosni 

Mubarak, 

Well-placed U.S. officials said 
late last week that they were still 
awaiting word from Mubarak. 

Mubarak is known to be 
somewhat hesitant to accept the 
Proposal, probably fearing the op- 
Position it could be expected to 
generate among his Arab critics. 

U.S. officials said that Begin, who 
was planning to come to 
Washington in any case lo meet 
with Reagan following their par- 
ticipation in a UN conference on 
disarmament, had accepted in prin- 
ciple, 

Such a trilateral session, U.S. of- 
ficials explained, would be designed 
to underline both symbolically and 
substantively the three countries’ 
determination to press ahead with 
the Camp-David framework accord 
in achieving Palestinian autonomy 
on the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

(n a speech last week to the 
Chicago Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions, Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig pledged to intensify U.S. ef- 
forts to resolve the Gulf war and 
other Middle East issues, including, 
Palestinian autonomy and the ten- 
sion in Lebanon. 


“We are committed to defending 


our vilal interests (in the Middle 
East). These interests — and the in- 


teresis of the world — are served by 
the territorial integrity and political 
independence of all countries in the 
Persian Gulf.” 

Haig strongly reaffirmed U.S. 
support for Israel and for the Camp 
David peace process. 

He said that the special U.S. en- 
voy for Lebanon, Philip Habib, will 
be returning to the region “soon to 
discuss our ideas” for finding a per- 
manent settlement to the conflict ih 
Lebanon. Haig did not spell those 
ideas out. 


Haig repeatedly pointed out that 


Autonomy for the Palestinians on 


the West Bank and Gaza is to be a 
transitional, five-year arrangement 
— “only one stage of a process.” He 
snid it is “an opportunity not a con- 
clusion,” 

He claimed that the establishment 
of (Jewish) settlements in the ter- 
ritories have “exacerbated” Palesti- 
nian fears of Israeli intentions. 

“The beginning of autonomy ac- 
tually Initiates ἃ transitional period 
lo Tast no longer than five years, In 
which a freely elected self- 
governing authority would replace 
the Israel military government and 
civilian administration," Halg con- 
tinued. 


Even-handedly, Haig complained 


about any efforts which’ neglect 
“Israel's long-term interests or 
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legitimate Palestinian aspirations.” 

Without mentioning Jordan or 
the Palestinians by name, the 
secretary said Lhat “refusal to par- 
ticipate in these talks by those most 
affected by the conflict risks the loss 
of the best chance for the achieve- 
ment of a lasting peace...Autonomy 
is the vital first step in thé historic 
opportunity to change this situation 
and to begin the painful but neces- 
sary process of resolving the Palesti- 
nian problem. 

“Autonomy is transitional, not 
the final word,” said Haig. “The 
genius of Camp David was lo 
provide for Lhe possibilily of 
progress, despite crucial, un- 
resolved issues such as the ultimate 
status of Jerusalem.” 

There was no mention in the 
speech of the current impasse 
standing in the way of resumed 
autonomy negotiations — Israel's 
demand that Jerusalem also be a 
site for the talks, 

Haig once again said that the U.S. 
will “neither recognize mor 
negotiate with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization until it accepts 
UN resolutions 242 and 338, and 
recognizes Israel's-right to live in 
peace,” 

The secretary also had a warn- 
ing. “The failure to negotiate an

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wTHE US, and Israel have friendly 
aod good relations,” Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon told reporters 
at the Isracli Embassy last week in 
summing up ἃ lengthy round of talks 
with Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger and Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig. “Absolutely good 
relations.” 

The defence minister 
acknowledged that there were dif- 
ferences between Washington and 
Jerusalem on some issues, But he 
clearly sought to create an upbeat 
impression of the relationship, in- 
sisting that such differences were 
“only natural.” 

Sharon had come to Washington 


to impress ppon the Reagan Ad-, 


ministration — and anyone else who 
would listen — three major Israeli 
concerns. He first outlined them at 
a United Jewish Appeal dinner in 
Washington on May 22. Later, he 
repeated them at virtually every 
public and private forum offered to 
him, 

But while the fast-talking, hard- 
driving minister may have been anx- 
ious to play down the serious dif- 
ferences emerging between Israel 
and the U.S., senior U.S. officials 
acknowledged that the two 
countries disagree in important 
ways on all three issues — a likely 
source of continued strain in the 
U.S,-Israeli relationship.

By a nine-to-eight vote, the panel 
approved an amendment, in- 
traduced by Democrat Alan 
Cranston of Californjs, -increasing 
economic assistance to Israel by 
$125m. It would increase total 
economic aid from $785m, to 
$910m. — if sustained by the full 
Senate and House of Represen- 
Latives.

Belgian foreign minister visits 
— he'll meet West Bankers

Visiting Belgian Foreign Minister 
Leo Tindemans was to meet 
this week with three West 
Bank and Gaza notables 
to hear their views about 
the future of the areas and the 
Israeli administration, according to 
informed sources. 

Tindemans, who currently serves 
as the president of the EEC’s coun- 
cil of ministers, arrived In Israel on 
Saturday for a three-day visit in which 
he will meet with Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin, Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and other govern- 
ment officials. 

Tindemans will meet with 
Bethlehem mayor Elias Freij, 
Anwar Nusseibeh, @ former Jorda- 
nian defence minister, and Rashad 
Shawa, the mayor of Gaza. It is un- 
derstood that he will not be meeting 
any of the West Bank leaders con- 
nected with the recently disbanded 


radical Council of National 
Guidance. 

The meetings with the Arab 
figures, which will take place in East 
Jerusalem, were arranged directly 
by the Belgian Embassy in Tel Aviv 
and not by Tindemans’ hosts, the 
Foreign Ministry. atten 

-Diplomatic obsefvers regard 
Tindemans* meeting with the three 
men as “significant,” noting that 
when former British foreign 
secretary Lord Carrington visited 
Israel last March it was his aides 
rather than he himself who met resi- 
dents of the administered areas, 

Despite the doubts of many 
Israelis as to European intentions, 
Europe wishes to find a just solution 
lo the Middle East problem, 
Tindemans said on arrival. 

“| come to you as a friend,” he 
said, stressing that this was lo be a 
study tour and that he intended 
mainly to listen to various view- 
points. 


Mitterrand reassures Peres

Swiss deny Begin’s report 
on arms deals with Israel 


BERNE. — Swiss federal 
authorities vigorously denied 
last week Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin's announcement 
that Switzerland recently 
signed $220m. dollar contracts for 
Israel anti-tank missiles and a tank 
refurbishing programme. 

Reports of the arms deal are 
“false and totally unfounded,” suid 
Hans Hugo Strasser, a spokesman 
for the Swiss Defence Ministry.

Israel is to supply Switzerland with 
$220m. ‘worth of equipment under 


two arms deals. He praised the 
Swiss for resisting Arab pressure to 
cuncel the agreements. 

Another Swiss ministry 
spokesman, Christian Kurth, said 
that Switzerland was acquiring ant 
tank shells from Israel under ἃ 
$38m. contract signed last year. He 
suid that this was the only arms deel 
between the two countries.

TEL AVIV. — Chief of Staff 
Rav-Aluf Rafael Eitan said 
last week he does not foresee 
any escalation of fighting after 
the Israel Air Force's downing 
of two Syrian MiGs in a battle 
near Beirut. 

Speaking to reporters at 
Ilaniya during a tour of the 
North, Eitan said the IAF will 
continue its reconnaissance 
flights over Lebanon. 

e said the Syrians apparently do 
not understand the message that 
Israel is trying to send them. “We 
have said that our flights over 
Lebanon are carried out in keeping 
with our legitimate needs and we 


will not allow the Syrians to in- ~ 


terfere with these flights. This ls our 
tight and our obligation," he said. 

The chief of staff said the recon- 
naissance flights will continue 
because they are vital to the 
security of the state. 

A brief IDF statement after last 
week's battle said the Israeli planes 
were “on ἃ routine patrol" when 
they encountered the Syrian planes 
over Beirut. The two MiGs were 
downed during the dogfight and all 
{sracli planes returned safely to 

ase. 


The Phalangists' Voice of 
Lebanon radio station said the 
Syrians scrambled when the IAF 
flew over their SAM-6 ground-to-air 
missiles in the Beka‘a Valley, but 


Eitan said “it was not true" that the 
IAF had flown over the missile site. 

Later in the week, a UNIFIL 
spokesman said Israeli reconnais- 
sance flights over south Lebanon 
were continuing. 

Since July 1979, about 19 Syrian 
jet fighters have been downed. On 
April 21, 1982, Israeli jets downed 
two Syrian MiG 23s which in- 
terfered with a bombing raid of ter- 
forlst bases in Lebanon. 

The dogfight occurred as US. 
State Department envoy Morris 
Draper wound up 8 tour of Saudi 
Arabia, Lebanon, Syria, Jordan and 
Israel in an attempt to bolster the 
cessation of hostilities agreement, 
the U.S. had helped negotiate last 
July. 

Draper said in Jerusalem last 
week that despite differences of in- 
terpretation between Israel and the 
PLO about the nature of the cease- 
fire reached between the two last 
July, his impression after talks in 
Beirut is that the PLO does not in- 
tend to renew hostilities against 
Israel. 


Draper said this during his 
meeting with Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. 


Shamir said that Israel is in- 
terested in maintaining the cease- 
fire agreement, but will react if the 
PLO launches attacks on Israel or 
Israeli targets “anywhere and from 
anywhere.” : 

Draper responded that Israel's 


policy on this point was clear to the 
Arab leaders he met with in his tour, 
and that the Arab leaders want the 
cease-fire lo continue, 

Draper said that the U.S. regards 
the cease-fire agreement as cover- 
ing “the northern (Lebanese) 
border, all acts (by the PLO) 
originating from Lebanon, and all 
actions on any of Israel's borders," 
according to Israeli officials. 

Israel has consistently claimed 
that the cease-fire bars the PLO 
from launching attacks on targets 
within Israel, the administered ter- 
tilories, across all Israel's borders 
and abroad, while the PLO has 
argued that the agreement only 
relates to action along the Israel- 
Lebanese border. 

Draper said that he clarified the 
American stand regarding the 
nature of the cense-fire agreement 
to the Arab leaders he met. In 
Beirut, Draper met with PLO 
lenders as well 88 Lebanese politi- 
Clans. 

In New York, Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon said last week that 
while Israel didn't want to go to 
war, PLO terrorist activity might 
make it necessary for Israel 10 take 
military steps. 


Sharon, addressing the 
Conference of Presidents of Mujor 
American Jewish organizations, said 
that “we would have been at war" if 
children had been killed in a ter- 
rorist explosion in Ashkelon two 
weeks ago.

MAJDAL SHAMS, — Unknown 
youths threw stones at the house of 
Salman Abu Saleh, chairman of the 
Golan Druse Zionist organization, 
last week in the running 
campaign against pro-Israeli resi- 

dents. 

The stane-throwers attacked dur- 
ing a meeting of Druse who have ac- 
cepted Israel identity cards and 
have returned to work, breaking the 
strike by those opposed to the ex- 
tension of Israel law. Police were 
called and they arrested one youth. 


The nine Druse arrested last 
week on suspicion of stoning 
8 police van and intimidating thosc 
returning to work in Upper Galilee 
were remanded for five days by the 
Kiryat Shmona Magistrates Court. 


In spite of the urrests und the 
police presence, only 150 workers 
returned ‘to their jobs last weck. 
These workers are only half the 
number of those who worked in Up- 
per Galilee recently. The others 
acknowledge that violent threats 
and fear of a possible religious ban 
deterred them from returning to 
their jobs. 

Some of the workers left their 
homes before dawn in order not to 
be seen by the strike organizers. 

The unrest in the Druse villages 
cume soon after a farge 
group of workers informed their 
leaders they intend to return to their 
jobs, They siid they refuse to re- 
main at home while the rich apple 
growers continue to cure fur their 
orchards as if the strike does nat ap. 
ply to them. Fhe strike organizers 
and some spiritual leaders ordered 
workers not to leave their villages 
without permission, 


Until now, the police have not ar- 
rested suspected agitators in order 
to ease the tension in the villages. 
Deputy commander of the northern 
police, Tat-Nitzav Shaul Levy, told 
The Jerusalem Post police would not 
allow agitators to keep workers 
from resuming their normal life. 


W. Bank youth shot

Dayan attacked in book by son Ehud

TEL AVIV. — Members af the 
Dayan family last week expressed 


their dismay and unhappiness at the” 


savage altack on the late Moshe 
Dayan by his son, Ehud (Udi) 
published in the afternoon news- 
paper Ma‘ariv. 

The paper's week-end supple- 
ment contains the first instatment of 
Ehud Dayan’s book — about his 
relationship with hia famous fathor 
— entitled: Life as a Side-Show. 

The middie child of the late 
foreign and defence minister has 
written a brutally worded post- 
mortem account of his father, giving 
prominence to his resentment that 
Dayan left his fortune to his second 
wife, Rachel, and not to his three 
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children. 

The son castigates his father for 
“his avarice which made him lose 
his senses,” and charges him with 
“reducing the wars of Israet into 
profits made on his books.” Writing 
of his father's philandering, the son 
asks; "Why couldn't you hava dis- 
guised yourself when you visited 
that woman tourist in her hotel 
room?” 

Members of the Dayan family 
told The Jertsalem Post that they 
were very upset that Ma’‘ariv had 


agreed to publish the material. They - 


pointed aut that Udi had, for 
reasons of his owa, not mentioned 
that his late father had given him 
the Nahalal family farmstead during 
his lifetime. They also related that 
Udi was currently having financial 
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difficulties linked to his second 
divorce proceedings. 

Dayan’s eldest child, author Yael 
Dayan-Sion, was the only member 
of the family willing to comment 
last week. She dissociated herself 
from it in the firmest terms, and was 
particularly unhappy that her 
brother had failed to advise her or 
any other member of the family in 
advance of what he intended to do. 

Disagreeing that their father had 
disinherited his three children, she 
said: “That's too harsh a word. It 
was a case of preferring his widow 
over his three children.” 

She considered that her brother 
had wronged himself rather than 
their father, whose standing in 
Jewish history would not be af- 
fected by the son's attack. She

‘Selling’ aliya 
door-to-door

Some 50 French Jewish families 
will immigrate to Israel in the near 
future, thanks to a door-to-door 
campaign launched a few weeks ago 
by the Absorption Ministry, ac- 
cording to the ministry's new 
director-general Eli Artzi. 

Artzi told reporters in Jerusalem 
Jast week that the campaign was 
aimed not at the “rich and intellec- 
tual French Jew, but at those who 
will be able to do the same work 
here as they did there” — electri- 
cians and other skilled or semi- 
skilled workers. 

Artzi had arranged for two short- 
term “professional” emissaries to 
go to France, But when the Jewish 
Agency's aliya department post- 
poned the planned campaign a few 
times, Artzi decided to act un- 
ilaterally. The emissaries were sup- 
plied with addresses of Jews in the 
suburbs of Paris, in Marseilles, 
Lyon and Nice, who had expressed 
interest in immigration but had 
done nothing about it for several 
years. 

The emissaries had floor plans of 
government-built apartments in 
Beersheba, Ashdod, Dimona and 
other towns, as well as informution 
on schooling in each 
neighbourhood and potential 
employers. 

Asked whether his ministry was 
out to bring in specifically Sephardi 
Jews now that the minister, Aharon 
Uzan (and his predecessor, Aharon 
Abuhatzeira) are Tami leaders, 
Artzi shook his head. 

“L started with French Jewry 
because 1 know them best. If il suc- 
ceeds, we will go on the same Wway, 
door-to-door, in the U.S. and 
Canada," he stated. ἢ 

Artzi_ also announced that his 
ministry was abolishing certain “un- 
falr’* regulations concerning im- 
migrants, He learned of one as a 
result of difficuities in his wife's fami- 
ly, where an Israeli who married a 
hew Immigrant was denied housing as- 
Sistance unless they settled in a 
development town, From now on, such 
“mixed couples’? will receive the 
same mortgage help as new im- 
migrant couples.

inquiry committee on Yamit

By a vote of 43-42, the Knesset 
last week vated to hold a full debate 
an an Alignment motion calling for 
the establishment of a parliamen- 
lary committee of inquiry “to ex- 
amine the government's blunders in 
the evacuation of Sinai.” 

Tehiya voted with the reat of the 
opposition in favour of the motion, 
which was presented by Michael 
Harish. So did Telem's Mordechai 
Ben-Porat, whose faction colleague 
Yigael Hurvitz walked out before 

the vote. Amnon Linn (formally of 
the Likud) contributed his vote lo 
the Alignment, his new faction, 
while Yitzhak Peretz, who also 
defected last week from the Likud, 
was absent, 

Harish said that there were three 
aspects of the evacuation that called 
for investigation. First, there were 
serious suspicions that the govern- 
ment had cynically exploited the 
Yamit inhabitants in order to bring 
pressure to bear on Egypt. 

Secondly, there was the question 
of the protracted negotiations with 
the inhabitants on financial com- 
pensation and the ‘“exhorbitant™ 
sums finally agreed on. And, thirdly, 
there was the gestion of the decision 
to destroy Yamit. 

Deptuty Minister Dov Shilunsky, 
who replied for the government, in- 
vited Harish to join the Herut 
leaders when Lhey go to the Nahalat 

Yitzhak cemetery on June 9 to visit 
the graves of the 16 Jews who lost 
their fives in the shelling of the 
Altalena arms ship — ordered by 


David Ben-Gurion 34 years ago. 

“That's the way they (Labour) 
solved disputes then between Jew 
and Jew," Shilansky said. “But 
Menachem Begin prefers a dif- 
ferent way.” 

Interrupted by impatient Align- 
ment heckling, Shilansky said that 
Begin had been determined, above 
all, that no blood should be shed in 
the course of the evacuation. And in 
that he had succeeded, 

Shilansky charged the Alignment 
with duplicity, saying thal, although 
they had voted for the Cainp David 
accords, including the Sinai evacua- 
tion, they were now trying to make 
it uppear that they had opposed it. 

He said that the Alignment had 
stood on the sidelines during the dif- 
ficult days of the evacuation, in- 
stead of giving the government its 
support. [t had expected a tragedy, 
and was perhaps even dissappointed 
that there had been none. 

After the vote, Ronnie Milo, 
deputy chairman of the coalition ex- 
ecutive, charged Moshe Shahal 
(Alignment) with having reneged on 
a pairing agreement with Meir 
Cohen-Avidoy (Likud-Herut), 
whose presence had been required 
in Haifa. Shahal replied that he had 
agreed in principle to be paired with 
Cohen-Avidov should the occasion 
arise, but that nothing had been said 
about this particular vote. 

In Cuiro lust week, Prime 
Minister Fuad Mohieddin was 
quoted as saying that Egypt would 
leave Yamil untouched so that 
visitors could see how Israel had 
destroyed it. 


Veteran diplomat to serve in Zaire

Sharon upsets 
Argentinian Jews 


Argentinian Jewish leaders are 
reportedly upset by Defence 
Minister Ariet Sharon's recent 
declaration that British and Argen- 
tinian Jews fighting in the Falkland 
Islands are taking part in a war 
“that does not belong to them." 

The Spuanish-lunguage weekly Εἰ 
Tiempo, published in Tel Aviv, says 
in an -editorial: thal Sharon 
hud acted with ‘audacity 
and urrogance™ fur allegedly 
denigrating “Jews in both armies 
who are fully convinced thal this 
war is their country's war since they 
identify themselves fully with the 
countries they fight for." The paper 
adds that Sharon's statement plays 
into the hands of those who ques- 
tion the loyalty of local Jews. 

The paper's news editor, Moshe 
Weinstein, said that Argentinian 
Jewish leaders and ordinary citizens 
have contacted the puper to express 
their worry over “repercussions' of 
Sharon's statement. 

Meanwhile Sharan suid in New 
York last week that an Ecuadorean 
cargo jet seized by U.S. customs at 
Kennedy Airport was carrying a 
shipment: of [sraeliemanufactured 
arms from Israel to Ecuador. 

Sharun suid the shipment is part 
of a “normal supply according tou 
Precivus agreement" with Ecuador, 
which had been approved by the 
U.S. He denied the urms were 
destined for Argentina. 

Customs officials finally 
stuthorized the departure from Ken- 
nedy Airport of the plane. loaded 
with Israel-made arms, which was 
detained for four days. 

A State Department licence was 
issued for the plane. 

The officiuls said the plane was 
detained because it was carrying 
items that were “on the U.S. 
munitions-control list for which no 
licence had been issued by the State 
Department." 

Israel, according to a U.S. 
official, recently agreed to increase 
the flow of mililary equipment to 
Argentina. 


The Defence Ministry gave 
[5120πι. worth of financial as- 
sistance to the El-Op company 
which sells the ministry some of its 
products, without requesting 
budgetary approval, and thus 
violatcd the budget law, a sub- 
commitiee of the Knesset State 
Control Committee ruled last week. 
State Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik 
confirmed that the ministry had cir- 
cumvented the Knesset. 

El-Op, former’, a state corpora- 
tion, is situated in the science-based 
industry complex at Nes Ziona, 
near Rehovot.

Why ‘haredi’ 
community 
is thriving

THE ULTRA-ORTHODOX heared! 
community in Israel, which ap- 
peared 530 yeurs ago to be eroding 
under modern influences, is now 
thriving, with an cconomic and 
demographic vitality it hus never 
known before, 

Dr. Mennhem Friedman, a 
suciologist at Bar-Ilan University, 
noted wt ἃ recent seminar in 
Jerusalem that modern urban life 
has permitted the Aaredin, with 
their values and organization, to 
cope even belter than conventional 
citizens, 

“Modern society hus lost faith in 
its way,” he suid. “This includes 
Isracli society, which was an 
iscetic-pioncering society that has 
changed." 

The Auredim, he said, have 
managed to retain their values, in- 
cluding asceticism and a detach. 
ment from material values. 


A mujor change in the 
haredi community is the wealth that 
the modern economy hits permilted 
to accrue. “This was nol so inthe 
past.” said Friedman. “They are a 
Iremendous econenie force.” 

The community was involved in 
large transfers of tunds between 
Isrvel und the Diaspora. he said, 
and also had funds lo invest. 

The Aaredim had the economic 
resources now to build and maintain 
their own educational institutions, 
hasie to the propagation of their 
way of life. 

“They have full control of the 
socialization process, from 
childhood to adulthood,” he said. 
This includes control over educa- 
tion, housing, econamic activity 
and, not least, marriage choices. 

“There is « feeling that the world, 
which once seemed closed to 
haredim, is open to them. In the 
hared! courts, the telephones ring all 
day with calls from ubroad." An ex- 
amination of a sample of Aaredi 
ouurriages in Israel showed that ia a 
quarter of the cases, one of the 
Partners was from abroad, said 
Friedman, 


A major change in the Auredi 
canmunity, he said, is its attitude 
towards the Israeli authorities. “In 
the past, the authorities had been 
Perceived as beuring an ideology 
directly contrary to that of the 
haredim and as having a conscious 
desire to uproot religion from the 
country. Now, as their feeling of 
security grows, the Aaredim are will- 
ing to take money for education, for 
instance, without feeling that the 
authorities want to impose their 
ideology upon them,”

THE YOUNG MEN had grown old, 
and the old friend greeting them 
with a smile of tentative recognition 
was LOO young. 


At the school for physical educa- 
tion near Netanya named after Orde 
Wingate, the old-timers coming up 
the walk Jast week were the surviv- 
ing remnant of Wingate's Special 
Night Squads of 1938. The solitary 
man being introduced to men who 
felt somehow they knew him well 
was Orde Wingate’s son, who bears 
his name. 


Born six weeks after his father's 
death in Burma directing com- 
mando ‘operations against the 
Japanese, Wingate said he was there 
to represent his father — as his 
father’s friends had come lo repre- 
sent his father to him, These men 
had known Orde Wingate as the 
British history books do hot, 


“He was a somewhat controver- 
sial figure in England,’ Wingate 
said of his father. “Some of the 
reactions were not the same as they 
were here.’ Wingate 38, spent some 
16 years in the British army himself, 
retiring as a major. “One cannot 
deny that there were people in the 
army at the time who did not like 
father because he liked the Jews.” 


The man who was then Wingate's 
bodyguard, Zvi Brenner of Kibbuiz 
Afikim, offered a vivid picture of 
active dislike. “1 was living with him 
in Jerusalem, in the next room, and 
\here were shots — the Arabs 
wanted him dead you see. Ina while 
some British officers ran up, ob- 
viously concerned, to ask if 1 was 
hurt. It must then have occurred to 
them who 1 was. ‘Are you with 
Wingate?’ they asked. 1 said yes. 
They walked away,” 


A GUEST, British military attaché 
Bill Boucher, suggested a somewhat 
different view. "No," Colonel 
Boucher said. “He was not stressed 
at Sandhurst, that's true, but il's a 
characteristic of special forces that 
they're resented by the rest of the 


FOR CHRISTIANS, Shavuot, 
which they call Pentecost, marks 
the time when the Holy Spirit came 
in an unusual way upon the earliest 
followers of Jesus in Jerusalem. On 
Sunday spcciat annual services 
reflect the conviction that the Spirit 
of the Lord is present and at work in 
people today, 

Christians believe that the 
promise of God made through the 
Hebrew prophet Joel — “I will pour 
out my Spirit on all flesh," — began 
to be fulfilled in Jerusalem on 
Shavuot about 30 C.E., as recorded 
in chapter two of the Acts of the 
Apostles. Many also believe this 
promise is still being fulfilled today, 
in a world wide phenomenon known 
as charismatic renewal. ὦ 

Prof. Marcel Dubois, chairman of 
the philosophy department at the 
Hebrew University, described this 
movement of the Spirit in a paper 
he gave at the Jerusalem Rainbow 
Group this month on “Recent 
Trends in Christian Spirituality.” 
After a philosophic analysis, he 
spoke of groups in Isrne| who assert 
that this “outpouring of the Spirit" 
has been their experience. Two such 
Catholic groups whose “home com- 
munities" are in France, are the 
Communities of the Lamb and 
Theophany (the manifestation of 


God's presence). They have members:

Bible-study, prayer and praise to 
God. Such groups exist in Haifa, 
Nazareth, Tiberias, Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem, and their meetings may 
be in Arabic, Hebrew, English or 
French. 

Protestants of all denominations 
have felt the impact of this “out- 
pouring of the Spirit," including 
Anglicans, Lutherans, 
Presbyterians, and Baptists in 
Israel. 

What characterizes this 
charismatic movement is an 
emphasis upon praise and thanks to 
Gad, often expressed in song. The 
words of Psalms are frequently put 
to contemporary music and sung to 
guitar music or other accompani- 
ment. People may lift their hands os a 
gesture of offering themselves and 
their worship to God, as people did 
in biblical times (Psalms 63: 3,4; 
134:2), 

Another trait of this movement is 
“Speaking in tongues,’ or glos- 
solalia. Krister Stendahi, professor 
at Harvard Divinity School wrote in 

his book Paul among Jews and Gen- 
tiles about this phenomenon. “It is 
obvious to me that to some people, 
and in some situations, the ex- 
perience of God Is so averwhelming 
that charismatic phenomena are the 
‘natural’ experience. Who said that 


only rational words or silence would 
be proper?,.. Opening up the full. 
spectrum of religious experience 
and expression is badly needed in 
those churches that have suppres- 
sed this dimension.” 

Stendahl admits that this has been 
abused in certain situations, and he 
indicates the dangers of excesses. 
and emotional manipulation. 
However, he asserts, “glossolalia is 
a theologically proper 
phenomenon.” 


PRAYER for healing which is also 
part of the movement, will be the 
focus of a seminar this weekend at 
the Ecce Homo Convent. This prac- 
lice is not a rejection of medical 
science, but a recognition of the in- 
timate link between psyche and 
body. Doctors, nurses, and 
therapists often participate in 
seminars on the role of prayer in 
healing; many are active in the 
movement itself, 

And prophecy, or inspired mes- 
sages given under the impulse of the 
Spirit, is very much part of the 
movement. 

Some Christians have reserva- 
tions about the authenticity of the 
movement, because in certain cases 
it has led to elitism or because of 
counterfeit spiritual experiences

EGYPT'S INTENSIFIED attempts 
to improve its relations with the 
Arab world following President 
Anwar Sadat's death greatly wor- 
ried most Israelis. Speeches by 
Egyptian leaders concerning their 
country's commitment to the Arab 
cause and the right of the Palesti- 
nians succeeded even in turning 
these worries into suspicion in the 
first months of 1982. 

The new Egyptian policy was not 
only the outcome of natural inclina- 
tion and internal pressures, but was 
also due to Egypt's financial 
problems. In 1980, Egypt's balance 
of payments was in the black forthe 
first time in many years. But the 
Egyptian economy continued to 
stagnate and Egypt's per capita in- 
come remained among the loweat in 
the world. 

The Egyptian government kept 
the urban lower classes happy 
through subsidized staple foods, 
which cost Egypt billions of dollars. 
This year, however, Egypt's oil 
revenue is expected to decline sub- 
stantially; there has been a sharp 
fall in foreign earnings, and revenue 
from the Suez Canal is down, too. 

Egypt cannot expect additional 
economic help from Washington. 
But a return to the Arab fold by 
Cairo, it is hoped, will result in 
renewed financial aid from the oil- 
tich countries, 

President Hosni-Mubarak's 
Policy and speeches since the end al 
April have vindicated the opinion of 
most Israelis that the risk in 
withdrawing from Sinai was well 
worth taking. 

Admittedly, the Egyptian leaders 
continue to criticize Israel's policy 
in the territories, insisting thut Israel 
grant the Palestinians full autonomy 
which will lead to self- 
determination, The normalization 
process has been vinually froven 
and Cairo refuses to recognize 
Jerusalem as Israel's capital. 

Yet, in speeches to Arab 
audiences at the end of April and in 
May, Mubarak left no doubt thai, 
much as it wished to improve 
Egypt's relations with the Arab 
world, Egypt would remain loyal to 
the Camp David accords. Israel's 
evacuation of Sinai, Mubarak 
pointed out, justified Egypt's belief 
that only through peace negotia- 
tions could the Arabs regain their 
“occupied territories" and achieve 
the “rights of the Palestinians.” 


EVEN EARLIER, though, Riyadh 
and its Gulf allies had realized that 
Egypt's isolation, following the sign- 
ing of the Camp David accords, was 
extremely beneficial to the radical 
camp. Yet, the Saudis could not af-

the question of Jerusalem, the ler- 
ritories and the rights of the Pulesti- 
nians, 

When the first overtures cume, 
however, the Gulf rvlers were very 
receptive to the Egyptian attempts 
at reconciliation. Developments in 
the Arab world in [981 led to the 
virtual disintegration of the “rejec- 
tionist front.” The erosion of Iraqi 
military power made Baghdad in- 
creasingly dependant on aid from 
the Gulf countries. Libya was 
humiliated by the U.S, in the Bay of 
Sidra incident and its power 
declined due to the oil crisis. 
Algeria was busy with its own inter- 
nal problems. And Syria, involved 


in the Lebanese crisis, was alse con. 
fronting Jordan and fighting its own 
Maslem Brathers. 

These weaknesses, coupled with 
problents of regional security, ie- 
celerated the efforts of conservative 
Arab countries to bring Egypt back 
into the fold. Indeed, the serious 
defeats suffered recently by the Ira- 
qi army in the war with Iran have 
made Egypt's rehabilitalion not 
only desirable but essential. 

Iraq's demoralized army, it 
seems, is unable to stop the Iranian 
advance, 

And with [ranian forces now in 
Khorramshahr, the Iranians pose a 
serious threat both to Basra, Iraq's 
southern oil capital, and to the up- 
per reaches of the Persian Gulf. 

The Iranian Army can, however, 


also divert its main effort away from 
this arca now and launch an offen- 
sive into central or northern Iraq, 
thoughts of which send shudders 
throughout the oil rich Gulf 
countries. 

The Gulf leaders fear three possi- 
ble developments: 

Firstly, that the [raqi Army may 
collapse and that Teheran might 
then attempt to establish a fun- 
damentalist Shi'ite republic in Iraq. 

Secondly, that the constant ero- 
sion of the power and morale of the 
Iraqi armed forces may cnable 
Iraq's Shi'ite majority, or the Mascow- 
Supported local Communist Party, 
or both, to overthrow Saddam Hus- 
sein's regime and to estublish u 
Shi'ite or a Communist republic in 
Iraq. 

And thirdly, that Saddam Hus- 
sein's Sunni supporters mity 
overthrow their leader and sue for 
penee from a position of weakaess. 
(ny addition to compensation and the 
renunciation of Fraq's war nims, the 
franian regime is likely to insist on 
“new deal" for Irag's Shitite mu- 
jority. Victorious Teheran may then 
intensify its subversion in the Cull 
— exploiting the substuntial Shiite 
communities in the region. 


50 ALARMED are members of the 
Council lor Gulf Cooperation (GiC- 
Cy thaton May 14, Riyadh Radio

OBVIOUSLY, the financial power 
and limited militury capability of 
Saudi Arabia and its allies, are insuf- 
ficient to protect Iraq und the GCC 
countries.

And 
the U.S, is not a desirable ally in 
inter-Arab or inter-Moslem strug- 
gles, even if Washington had the 
conventional forces to confront 
Irun and possibly Syria.

June 1973 and Austria's Bruno

Yet by January 1982, 
Britain, France, the Netherlands 
and italy had agreed to contribute 
military contingents to the peace- 
keeping MFO in Sinai, a major prop 
of the Camp David peace process. 

And spokesmen for most West 
European governments al the same 
time openly declared their support 
of the Camp David accords “as at 
least “Ὁ step towards" of a “major 
component of" the desired 
“comprehensive Middle East peace 
settlement.” (No doubt the assas- 
sination in October 1981 of Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat, the in- 
itiator and co-architect of the peace 
process, had jolted the Europeans 
into doing their little bit to shore up 
the Camp David accords.) 

Arab political and economic 
pressures lo call off the Mitterrand 
visit, as well as the Jerusalem 
Meeting earlier this month of the 
Council of Europe's political com- 
mittee, the move to Jerusalem of 
the Costa Rican embassy and the 
revival of lies with Zaire all failed, 
Israeli officials have noted with 
satisfaction. 

(Isracti pleasure, al least 
regarding the Zaire move, could 
prove premature. Other African 
countries are not rushing to follow 
in Zaire’s footsteps. Besides, 
observers in Jerusalem believe thut 
Zaire President Mobutu Sese Seko 
has embarked on a "no-lose™ ven- 
ture, If, after a test period, Israel 
delivers the goods — massive 
technical assistance and the indirect! 
facilitation of Western financial aid 
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to Kinshasa — then Mobutu will 
have gained far more than he lost by 
foregoing Arab handouts. And if 
Mobutu finds at the end of the test 
period thal Israeli aid has fallen 
short of his expectations, he can 
always, no doubt successfully, turn 
to his former Arab friends and say: 
“What would you offer Zaire in ex- 
change for a re-severing of the ties 
with Israel?" It is unlikely that the 
Arabs would decline to increase 
whatever aid he has just forfeited.) 


WHEN SHAMIR took over the 
Foreign Ministry in May 1980, his 
major goals were the revival of 
Israeli ties with black Africa and the 
restoration of “friendship” — or at 
least ‘“‘dialogue" —- with the 
democracies of Europe (leaving 
relations with the U.S. mainly under 
supervision of the Prime Minister's 
Office). 

Undoubtedly, some of the credit 
for the breakthroughs into Europe 
and Africa in recent months must 
be attributed to Shamir’s efforts and 
those of his ministry officials. 

But observers in Jerusalem sug- 
gest that the Israel-Egypt peace 
process in a variety of nat always in- 
tended or direct ways has been in- 
Strumental in producing these 
“Isracli successes.”

And according to observers, the 
Mitterrand visit and those of the 
European foreign ministers prior to 
April 25, 1982, should in part be at- 
tributed to a desire in European 
capitals to “reassure™ and “soothe”

withdrawal: Reasserting “faith” in 
Israel and friendship for Israel, it 
was calculated, would help Begin to 
see his way towards the abandon- 
ment of the last chunk of strategic 
depth and airbases in the south, 


No doubt the completion of the 
withdrawal has also had the effect 
of reassuring the European leaders 
of Isracl’s peaceful intent, thus 
enhancing Israel's image and paving 
the way to visits which, in former 
years, simply did not occur, 

But most observers see the visils 
as the fruit more of European in- 
itialives than of Israeli dip- 
lomacy. And they believe the 
visils are geared less to the ongoing 
“Egyptian dimension™ of the Camp 
David accords than to the future 
Palestinian-autonomy dimension. 

In this view, the Europeans are 
seen as being keen on displays of 
‘friendship towards Israel both as a 
means of reassuring Israelis of basic 
European political support while 
pressing Israel to make painful 
sacrifices on the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

The visits and protestations of 
amity are the sweet outer layer 
which provide the coating for home 
truths about -the Palestinian issue, 
which some laraelis find highly un- 
palatable. 


When Lord Carrington visited 
Israel, he reiterated Britain's con- 
tinued adherence to the Venice 
Principles and pointed to Palesti- 
nian “self-determination” as the 
path to ἃ solution, And Italian 
Foreign Minister Colombo, the 
most soft-spoken of the European 
visitors, clearly reuffirmed Italy's 
continued support for Pulestinian 
self-delermination. 

The puradox at the heart of the 
current diplomatic situation is clear: 
As the Palestinian problem has al 
last surfaced undeniably as the crux 
of Israeli-Egyptian-Americal 
negotiations and maneuver, (he 
European democracies have swiftly 
reiterated, perhaps even hardened, 
their positions regarding what they 
see as the required solution. 

And while Israeli and European 
positions on this issue have never 
been at greater odds, senior Euro-

ON SHAVUOT we celebrate the 


giving of the Tora on Mount Sinai 
as revelation which has structured 
patterns of Jewish living throughout 
history. But it is important to 
remember that the Bible has also 
structured patterns of Western 
thinking. Biblical motifs run 
throughout Western literature, 
providing the archetypes of much of 
our poetry and prose. 

In some instances biblical stories 
are dealt with directly, called by 
their name and apprehended as 
contemporary versions of the 
biblical text. Millon’s Paradise Lost 
and Thomas Mann's Joseph and his 
Brothers are just two examples. 
Here, the literature becomes a 
midrash, an extension and in- 
terpretation of the biblical story, in- 
fusing it with the values and percep- 
tions of the time. But more often 
than nol, the biblical pattern is sub- 
merged in a rich plot or story and 
the biblical motif is not immediately 
discernible. 

A conference on the subject was 
held recently at Bar-Ilan University 
within the framework of ils new In- 
stitute for Literary Research. Under 
the chairmanship of Prof. Harold 
Fisch, distinguished scholars from 
all over the world analysed the 
forms biblical themes huve taken in 
literature from the Middle Ages to 
our day. 

Wrilers as varied as Chaucer and 
Itzik Manger, Camus and Marquez, 
Bialik and Nathaniel Hawthorne 
were discussed. The stories of the 
Creation, the Garden of Eden, The 
Book of Daniel and the Song of 
Songs were just u few of the biblical 
molifs suggested us the archetypes 
that inform their works. 


IN HIS OPENING lecture, Prof. 
Northrop Frye of the University of 
Toronto, renowned for his work on 
archetypes in Western literature, in- 
dicated how the Christian world 
view in the Renaissance mediated 
the Old Testament materials. The 
world was perceived as polarized 
into upper and lower, Heaven and 
Hell, human nature and animal 
nature. The Garden of Eden was the 
model of human nature where order 
and harmony, culture and authority 
were supreme. But once expelled 
from the Garden, man was tefl torn 
between the spiritual, on the one 
hund, and the animal or demonic on 
the other. 

Christianity allegorized the 
material world in terms of the 
spiritual one. It found parallels in 
the Christian spiritual world for 
everything that took place in the 
human realm, This translation ex- 
tended to the Old Testament. 
Biblical figures and events were not 
seen in their own right but as 
prefigurations of New Testament 
figures and events. Therefore Old 
Testament figures often enter

Western literature weighted hy their 
Christian significance. 

But every Weltanschanung, nol 
only the Christian one, reshapes the 
Bible in its own image, even ching- 
mg stones for its own purpose. 1 he 
Akeda, the binding of Isanc, for ex- 
ample, is perceived in Chnistianity 
as a prefiguration of the Crucifix- 
ion, notwithstinding the fact thal 
Isaac is, in the event, nol sacrificed. 

By the same token, the Akedu hus 
been used in Hebrew literature to 
symbolize the Zionist fathers 
sacrificing their sons for their ideals, 
when Isaac actually lived 10 marry 
and have offspring. 

Another variation on the theme 
exists in Amir Gilboa’s Holocaust 
poem, “Isaac,” where the roles are 
reversed and the father is sacrificed. 

These examples seem to indicate 
that a biblical pattern will be used in 
different periods for different pur- 
poses and may even be bent or dis- 
toried. As long as it retains its 
general gestalt, it will support the 
structure of the literary work and 
enrich il through its biblical 
resonances, 


TWO PATTERNS exist in the Bi- 


ble. the patlern of Wisdom 
Literature and that of the Job story, 
which would seem, on the surface, 
to have equal value. If anything, 
Wisdom Literature as we find it in 
Proverbs and Ecclestastes, would 
seem to be more churacteristic of 
the spirit of the Bible than Job. 
Nevertheless, we see in our own day 
a preference in our literature forthe 
Job made. 

Prof. Morton Bloomfield of Har- 
vard, an expert on Wisdom 
Literature in pre-literate societies, 
characterized it as tied 10 τ wise 
Man, sage or ancestor and part of a 
sacred, oral tradition. Ecclesiastes 
and Proverbs, for example, are at- 
tributed to Solomon. 

Bloomfield portrayed the role of 
the sacred in Wisdom Literature 
with an epigram: The sacred 
without wisdom is madness, while 
wisdom without the sacred is bar- 
ren. “The language of Wisdom 
Literature," he pointed out, “is 
close to colloquial and tends 
towards brief speech, disjunctive 
units. Its purpose is to tell man how 
to live. But there is little use of the 
Structures of Wisdom Literature in 
today's fiction and poetry. In the

umong the “feshpots of Egypt" — 
(not one of them consisted of

Exhibit on 
Swiss Jews

IN CONTRAST to Wisdom 
Literature, the story of Job remains 
a popular contemporary archetype. 
Prof. Fisch's definition of Job as un 
anti-creation myth made it clear 
why this motif flourishes. He 
pointed out that the beginning of 
the Book of Job echoes Genesis, 
but instead of the creation of jight 
there is the creation of darkness. 

According to Fisch, we see in Job 
the anti-myth of formlessness. Tahu, 
Nothing, is the key word here. Job's 
friends urge patterns on him, but he 
answers with “the lund of darkness 
and the shadow of death." He calls 
for shadow without form. Moral 
und spiritual formlessness is ἃ 
characteristic of a century which 
has witnessed unspeakable evil und 
upheaval. I is therefore not surpris- 
ing that the Job archetype is found 
in much contemporary work, 

Fisch sees Kafka's Tria? as ucom- 
mentary on Job. However, there ina 
balunce in the Joh story not often 
found in contemporary writing. For 
Joh takes place within a frame story 
that provides, in the professor's 
words, “a curve of redemption and 
retribution.” The pain and evil of 
the story might overflow the boun- 
daries of the frame slory in which 
Job is being tested, but in the end he 
is restored to his former state Οἱ 
grace. The franie story somewhat 
qualifies the evil. 


MORE THAN 30,000 visitors saw 
the exhibition ‘Jews in 
Switzerland" in Zurich last month. 
The interest stems from the fuct that 
the Swiss are unfamiliar with the 
life, customs and teligion of their 
Jewish fellow citizens. The main 
uim of the exhibition — as defined 
by its organizers, the Swiss Federn- 
tion of Jewish Communities — is 
combatting prejudice and en- 
couruging self-identification among 
the 22,000 Swiss Jews, 

Short but informative texts and 
carefully chosen photographs give 
an insight inte Jewish rites and the 
history of the Jews in Switzerland. 
AL the entrance to the exhibition is 
a table, laid for Shabhat. [In another 
roam the essential elements of a 
synagegue such as at Torn shrine, 
the open Tora scroll and the 
benches of the oldest Swiss syn- 
ugogue like the visitor into a scene 
from Jewish life. Jewish customs 
and the cycle of the Jewish year are 
cepresented by ritual ubjects both 
old and new. Most were lent by 
privale owners or are part ΟἹ the 
collection of the Jewish Museum of 
Switverland in Basle. 


ANOTHER SECTION tells the 
history of Swiss Jeary which, while 
less dramatic than Whats of mast 
kurepean Jews during the 20th ven- 
tury. nevertheless has its own tale of 
sulfering to tell. fn the "30s the 
Nauional Counei] was tar fram yin:

In the Middle Ayes Jewish 
puwnbrokers were burned to death 
and in the 17th to 19th centuries 
Jews were restricted tu wo villages, 
Endingen and Lengnau in the 
canton of Aargau where a speciil 
form of Jewish lile und speech 
developed. An audio-visual show 
evokes life in the "Judenddrfer.” 

Equal rights were granted to the 
Swiss Jews in 1866 after 80 years of 
political struggle on local, and 
federal levels. There are 27 Swiss 
Jewish communities, mostly located 
in the larger cities of the country. 

The designers of the exhibition, 
both young historians, successfully 
treal even delicate topics like anti- 
Semilism in_ Switzerland, without 
emotion, Favourable reviews 
from both the Jewish and non- 
Jewish press show that this ap- 
proach by understatement seems to 
teach the Swiss public best und 
makes the message of the exhibition 
clear: a better understanding of an 
integrated minority in pluralist 
Swiss society.

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Television superstar’s Israel connection

David Frost, the world’s foremost 
television interviewer — he’s done 
Nixon and Kissinger and Begin and 
Arafat and the early Idi Amin and 
the late Shah of Iran and everyone 
in-between — jetted into Israel the 
other day not to interview anyone at 
all, Rather, he was here to attend a 
meeting of the board of governors 
of the Weizmann Institute of 
Science. 

Most Israelis would likely be 
surprised to learn that David Frost 
is a governor of the Weizmann [n- 
stitute. Even without recalling his 
grilling of Prime Minister Begin in 
1980, most Israelis would believe 
Frost is automatically anti-[sracl 
simply because he is a constituent of 
the foreign media. Such, however, 
appears not to be the case at all, 

“Marcus Sieff is an old friend,” 
Frost ruminotes “and some years back 
he asked me to speak in England on 
behalf of the institute."My interest 
and involvement increased, and 
then Marcus suggested it was only 
proper that 1 see the place for 


myself. So we came over about two 
years ago, and of course [ was ex- 
tremely impressed with that 
remurkable science centre. When | 
was invited to become a governor, I 
happily agreed. So | continue to do 
what { can. For example, I just 
taped an interview with Artur 
Rubinstein, which we'll be showing 
at a dinner for Friends of the In- 
stitute al the Waldorf in New York 
this October.” 

Frost admits that he does a con- 
siderable amount of fund-raising for 
various causes — aiding parolled- 
convicls is a favourite — but he has 
no other long-term commitment to 
any institution such as he has with 
the Rehovot institute. 

“I, mean, it's such a fantastic 
place," he waxes. “And the institute 
is like the whole story of lsrael, isn't 
it? When you realize that thirty-odd 
years ago it was just sand dunes and 
Orange groves. If people only 
knew..." 

Has the Jewish state in fact failed 
on the public-relations front? 

As with all questions, Frost con- 


siders his answer very thoughtfully 
before replying. “Yes,” he says 
slowly, “Israel does miss some op- 
portunities. In the battle for peo- 
ple's allegiance around the world, 
Israel could do better. But of 
course, public relations is not the 
end-all. Israel is not a product to be 
sold, 

“What Israel should do, 1 think, is 
take every opportunity to explain 
the many good things that happen 
here, And not to avold ventilating, 
the bad things that occur.” 

Is the public-relations approach 
really all that meaningful? After all, 
mustn't a good reputation be 
earned? 

“That, I think, is a separate mat- 
ler altogether," he says, “Being 
meritorious, being right, is one 
thing, How people perceive you or 
your cause or your motives, (hat is 
quite something else." 

I ask another much-debated 
question, only becouse as a highly 
prominent and often controversial 
journalist, Frost should be an expert 
on the topic: Does Israel get a fair 


press? 

Frost ponders for ἃ long count 
behind his television pallor — so 
long that when he finally does 
answer, I jnitially think his reply a 
disappointment. “I believe that 
Israel gets a good press among its 
friends,” he says, painfully pulling 
out each word, “and a bad press 
among its enemies,” Jt takes me a 
moment to realize that this answer 
is neither evasive nor foolish. It 
means that the situation is 
reasonable — and could be a lot 
worse. “In any event,” Frost con- 
tinues, “I think the pressin America 
and in Britain is fair to Israel. [ 
think from the UN and from most of 
the Third World countries, (srael 
will hear pretty much what it ex- 
pects — and we know what that's 
worth.” 

The visitor admits to being un- 
familiar with Israeli television, and 
is amused to learn that Israelis 
regularly tune in enemy countries, 
“It sounds," he says, “like Israel 
desperutely needs at least one com- 
peting, independent channel. 


Back to school

“L FEEL like any 74-year-old going 
back to school,” says Dr. Yilzhak 
Nebenzahl, with all of the terseness 
he displayed during his 20 years us 
stale comptroller, plus an added 
ease und humour which results from 
his retirement from the job as 
Israel's “national ombudsman," 

Nebenzahl, an alumnus of the un- 
iversities of Frankfurl, Berlin and 
Freiburg in Germany, is indeed 
back in school — as president of the 
Jerusalem College of Technology. 

“LT hadn't planned to just sit al 
home and read the newspapers or 
even study the Talmud until the 
maid came and asked me to sil 
somewhere else so she could make 
up the room," he adds with a wry 
smile. 

“I wasn't looking for as heavy a 
burden as [ carried al the State 
Comptroller's Office,” he adds. 
“But daily work — yes. Daily stress 
— preferably not." 

People connected with the Tora- 
and-Technology College in 
Jerusalem's Givat Mordechai 
quarter contacted Nebenzahl as 
soon as they heard that he planned 
to retire as state comptroller. By 
law, he is not permitted to become 
affiliated with enterprises that make 
a profit or that are under the control 
of the state comptroller. 

Thus, the college's offer was im- 
mediately appealing. He particular- 


ly liked the mix of Tora and secular 
studies: “Hulf a day, each day, our 
170 students devote themselves to 
Tora, and the rest of the day to 
science. The belt midrash is our big- 
gest auditorium," 


AS FOR the fund-raising part of his 
new position, Nebenzahl was 
somewhat wary. “I'knew that such 
work was not my specialty, But I 
was told that ] wouldn't be expected 
to have direct involvement. As 
president, however, I am in overall 
charge of everything.“ 

Nebenzahl speaks very highly of 
his predecessor at the college — 
founder Prof, William (Ze'ev) Low 
— who bowed out in order to 
devote himself to physics teaching 
and research. He also describes his 
successor al the State Comptroller's 
Office, Yitzhak Tunik, as a “great 
gentleman,” adding that they have 
excellent relations and that Tunik 
calls on him from time to time for a 
chat or advice. 

Does he miss the modestly fur- 
nished State Comptroller's Office in 
Rehov Rashi? “I'm not one who 
looks back," he replies. “It was 20 
years, and they were a challenge. 
But I'm busy with this, and a few 
other things. | believe that people 
who are nostalgic about what they 
did before really hadn't fulfilled 
themselves at il." 

His other voluntary activities in-

clude membership of the 
government-appointed commission 
to study the purchase and distribu- 
tion of oil, membership of the board 
of the Leo Baeck Institute, and of 
the Talmud project of Rabbi Adin 
Steinsaltz. 
NEBENZAHL'S formal science 
training in Frankfurt long ago. did 
not really prepare him for the 
awesome-sounding technological 
courses — like differential equa- 
lions, geometrical -optics, polariza- 
tion and crystals, microcomputers, 
quantum mechanics and digital 
systems — that are offered at the 
college, 

But he was nevertheless involved 


in technical aspects when the state 
comptroller investigated the 
building of Ashdod Port and 
Military Industries, 

“I don't know whether I under- 
stood everything at the State 
Comptroller's, but here { unders- 
tand even less," he says with 
characteristic modesty. “What 1 
don't understand, ['ll learn if [ have 
to." 

The college, founded some 13 
years ago by Prof. Low, “brings a 
breath of fresh air into my life.“ He 
enjoys the contact with staff 
members (who number 60, many 
part-time) and students, most of 
them from yeshiva high schools or

The college president arrives in 
his still-bare office before 8 a.m. 
and remains there until after the 
mincha prayers.

“We borrowed $2.5b. from the 
unions’ pension funds and $1.8b. 
from the banks.” (Altogether the 
MAC mobilized 5120. for the city.) 
And the work force was reduced by 
60,000 people, or 20 per cent, most- 
ly through the method familiar in 
{srael of letting officials retire and 
not replacing them, | 

Rohatyn is not just a businessman: 
he is interested in the arts, and is a 
board member of the New York 
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.Philharmonic ta boot. “Besides, | 
wanted to do something for Israel." 

What tasks do the museum's in- 
ternational-council perform? Fund- 
raising, also soliciting the donation 
of art works. “This is a young 
museum, with no acquisition funds. 
It is known for its archeological 
‘treasures, which were found inside 
the country." He would like to 
redress the balance by enriching its 
collection of paintings. 


THIS SEEMS a far cry from high 
finance. He is 8 partner in Lazard 
Freres (one of the world's major in- 


vestment banks), and the Israel 
Museum seems a staid place_by- 
comparison. He disagrees: “ἃ 
museum like this is a necessary part 
of the nation’s daily life," fie says.

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WHEN Sir Moses Montefiore 
visited Jerusalem in the middle of 
the century, he was troubled by the 
immense overcrowding of the 
Jewish Quarter of the Old City with 
over 15,000 people crammedinto an 
area of not much more than 100 
dunams. He therefore decided to 
build a new Jewish neigbourhood 
outside the Old City, which was the 
beginning of the New City of 
Jerusalem. Returning loday, Sir 
Muses would hardly recognize the 
Jewish Quurter: it is inhubiled by a 
middle-class Population, whose 
apartments ure luxurious compared 
to the poor conditions which existed 
up to the War of Independence in 
1948. 

The Quarter's narrow lanes have 
produced an urtist's paradise: the 
interiors of the houses show great 
originality in mingling the old with 
the needs of the present era. 

The Quarter, known alfectionate- 
ly by Jerusalemites as the γόνα, has 
since 1967 been rebuilt virtually 
from scratch alter its devustution by 
the Jordanians who destroyed near- 
ly 50 synagogues during their [9- 
year occupation of the Old City. 

The first 45 fumilics moved into it 
10 yeurs ago and il is hoped that the 
reconstruction will be completed 
within the next three or four years, 
The population at present numbers 
about 3,000, which is not very far 
from the projected total. It includes 
senior government officials, Knes- 
sel members, artists, academics, any 
number of rubbis and over 500 
yeshiva students. 


THE JEWISH Quarter traces its 
roots to the reign of King Hezekiah 
in the First Temple period. After 
the return of the Jews from the 
Babylonian cuptivity, it became the 
residential area of the nobility. 
When the Romans destroyed 
Jerusalem in 70 CE, they prohibited 
Jews from living in, or even making 
pilgrimages to, the Holy City. And it 
was not until the Arab conquest 
nearly six centuries later that the 
new rulers, in need of skilled ar- 
tisans, asked 70 Jewish families 
from Tiberias to settle there. They 
were allowed to live in the old 
Jewish area on the west side of the 
city, thereby re-establishing the 
Jewish Quarter, From that time un- 
til the 1948 war, Jewish settlement 
was continuous, 

When, after the reunification of 
Jerusalem, the government made 
the rehabilitation of the row a top 
Priority, the Aevra, as residents call 
the Company for the Restoration of 
the Jewish Quarter, set about 
rebuilding it in its pre-1948 style, 
Testoring original buildings

THE RELIGIOUS atmosphere of 
the Quarter is pervasive, not only 
because it is situated un the fringe 
of Jewry's most sacred site, the 
Western Wall, bul becuuse, for thit 
very reason, il contains a number of 
yeshivot. The three targest are the 
Sephardi Porat Yosef; the 
Yeshivat Hukotel, with a 
hesder programme which enables 
boys ἰο spend part of an extended 
period of army service in study; and 
Aish Hatora, a yeshiva for baalei 
tshuva, returnees to Judaism. These 
three together comprise some 550 
students. 

Apart from the yeshivot, about 65 
per cent of the permanent popula- 
tion are religious. The shops, the 
post office and the bank are all 
owned or run by religious Jews, The 
nerve centre of the Quarter is to be 
found in the religious community, 
with the synagogues the focus of 
social life. Indeed, unlike most 
Israeli neighbourhoods — where 
the population is more dispersed — 
there is a feeling of community 
among the residents.

One problem facing the 
municipality was that there were no 
clear property rights in the Quarter. 
In some buildings the first floor 
belonged to Arabs, the second to a 
Jew, and the third to a Christian. 
“The only possible way was to ex- 
Propriate all of it for everybody and 
to rebuild,” explained Mayor Teddy 
Kollek.

There is very little contact 
between the people in the Jewish 
Quarter and the residents of the 
Armenian, Christian or Moslem 
Quarters; although some of the 
older Arabs remember the Jews 
who lived here before 1948 and 
some have even retained their smat- 
tering of Yiddish. Most pcople feel 
comfortuble walking through the 
Streets of the other Quarters in the 


daytime. There has fortunately not‘ 


been any major security incident, 

A more immediate problem is the 
lack of transport. Apart from one 
Streel, cnrs cannot enter the 
Quarter. When the feira planned 
the reconstruction, they wanted to 
make it a replica of the Jewish 
Quarter of centuries gone by. Asa 
result of the decision to preserve the 
narrow Innes, residents have to 
leave their cars at the entrance near 
the Zion Gate.

AN EARLY PROJECT carried nut 
in the Quarter was the reconstruc- 
tion, with funds dunuted from many 
countries, af the comples of tour 
Sephardi synagogues named after 
Rabbi Yohanan Ben Zakkui, which 
had long served as the centre of the 
Jerusalem community and the head- 
quarters of the Rishon Leston, the 
Sephardi chief rabbi. 

An equally important project that 
still has to be definitively planned is 
the rebuilding of the Hurva 
Synagogue, the most Striking

Opera is raising the curtain on a 
Hebrew production of the musical 
Oklahoma in the hope of keeping 
the curtain from coming down per- 
manenily on the opera company.

AMERICAN JEWISH LEADERS

Sir, — The question posed in your 
recent article, “Who speaks for 
American Jews?” is certainly a most 
legitimate and urgent one. If a 
leader is defined-as someone who 
happens to have easy access to the 
centre of power, say the White 
House, then your article proves that 
such leadership is as short-lived and 
passing as that particular temporary 
access, 

If, however, leadership is defined 
in terms of a large constituency and 
following, then it must sadly be con- 
cluded that hardly any of the per- 
sonalities and organizations men- 
tioned in your article qualify. They 
are largely self-appointed and speak 
only for themselves. They are in 
Most cases only kept going, not by 
constituencies, but by budgeta con- 
tributed by a few well-meaning and 
benevolent supporters. 

Things have fortunately changed 
on the American-Jewish scene. 
There are today vibrant and in- 
volved movernents which represent 
real and vocal constituencies, such 
as the ever-growing Young Israel 
Movement, the Torah Umessorah 
Day Schoo! Movement, and the 
Pro-Soviet Jewry groups. Their real 
strength is convincingly proven by 
the thousands who join rallies and 

marches sponsored by these move- 
ments. Their words are listened to 


accordingly, 

Incidentally, 1 am dismayed to 
see that the term “Court Jew" is 
thrown by our “leaders” at each 
other as if it were some kind of a 
curse word. This demonstrates thoir 
fundamental ignorance of Jewish 
history, In faci, the Court Jews of 
old were heroes of our history in the 
finest sense. The Jewish . bankers 
and finance ministers of the [8th 
century — Behrend Lehmann of 
Halberstadt, Wolf and Simon 
Werthelmer of Vienna, Beer Cohn 
of Frankfurt, Baruch Gumperz of 
Amsterdam and many like them — 
far from agreeing with their royal 
masters, used their considerable in- 
fluence fearlessly for the benefit 
and solace of their Jewish con- 
stituents. One oulstanding example 
was their conserted, successful ef- 
fort to reverse Empress Maria 
Teresa's resolve to expel the Jews 
from Viennu. But their greatest role 
was in contributing to the survival 
of Judaism: they toiled unceasingly 
for the rebuilding of synagogues, es- 
tablishment of yeshivot, printing of 
(he Talmud, etc., all against con- 
siderable odds. Without them, 
Western European Jewry might 
have perished. Our “leaders” of to- 
day have a lot to learn from their ex- 
ample,

PROJECT RENEWAL DENTAL CARE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — Charles Hoffman’s article 
on “Dollars, politics and dental 
care” (April 13) hightights a specific 
problem which has daunted my 
committee since we opened the 
U.K. JIA Dental Clinic in Ashkelon 
in January 1980. This clinic, in- 
cidentally, was the very first clinic 
to be opened in Israet (and the rest 
of the world) which is staffed by a 
resident dental surgeon and a con- 
tinuous flow of British volunteer 
dental surgeons over a 17-day 
period. All our services are free, 
The problem I refer to is the in- 
ternecine “squabbling between 
Israeli authorities who should know 
better and allow us, the volunteers 
and our staff at the clinics, (we 
recently opened a Dental Heath 
Centre in Ashkelon) to concentrate 
on the work in hand, ie. the provi- 
sion of dental care and health 
education to the children in Israel. 
Yehiel Admoni, of the Jewish 
Agency, is quoted as saying in one 
paragraph, “what do we know 
ubout dentistry?" ard yet in another 
paragraph, ‘‘only Kupat Holim 
could do the job as we wanted if 


done.” This is a contradiction, but | 
agree with Admont in his first quote 
— he and the Jewish Agency do not 
know about community dental 
health care and nor, for that matter, 
does the Kupat Holim (sick fund). 
This latter organisation does not 
have, at this point in time, a com- 
prehensive dental health program- 
me, 

If the Jewish Agency and Kupat 
Holim ignore the main authority of 
dental care, ic. the ‘Ministry of 
Health's dental department under 
Dr. Moshe Kelman, they do so al 
their own peril. The individual 
municipalities are also concerned. 
Further, if Kupat Holim takes over 
the clinics at Ashkelon and manages 
them like the Jewish Agency, does, 
then chaos will ensue and stundards 
will fall. 

Let there be no illusions over this 
issue: if such atime arrives, then we 
British volunteers will pull out and 
this would be a sad day for us ull.
